VII.  THE  ASSOCIATION  GENERAL 
EDUCATIONAL  COMMUNITY 
PROGRAM  AT  WORK. 

The  Association’s  General  Educational 
Community  Program  discussed  in  the  last 
chapter  will  find  its  expression  in  educa- 
tional administrative  organization  and  in  a 
well  correlated  scheme  of  community  re- 
ligious education.  Both  of  these  can  be 
produced  only  by  an  intelligent  community 
consciousness  on  religious  education. 

The  first  of  these  community  expressions 
will  be  found  in  a Community  Council  of 
Religious  Education.  This  Council  is  com- 
posed of  a large  number  of  representative, 
intelligent  citizens,  who  are  willing  to 
assume  and  finance  a community  program 
of  religious  education.  The  duties  of  the 
Council  will  be: 

First- — The  Council  will  study  the  prob- 
lems of  religious  education  by  conferences 
and  the  use  of  current  literature. 

Second— The  Council  will  create  a com- 
munity consciousness  on  religious  educa- 
tion through  public  meetings,  the  public 
press,  supervised  literature,  publicity,  and 
organized  community  activities. 

Third— The  Council  will  conduct  com- 
munity surveys  along  industrial,  social, 
and  recreational  lines  for  correct  data  on 
which  to  build  a community  system  of 
religious  education. 

Fourth — The  Council  will  seek  the  de- 
velopment of  a community  system  of  re- 
ligious education  in  proper  relationship 
to  the  recognized  system  of  public  and 
parochial  schools  and  to  the  community 
welfare  movements  that  seek  to  render  a 
social  service. 

Fifth — The  Council  will  adequately 
finance  the  established  system  of  com- 
munity religious  education  by  securing 
contributions  from  institutions,  indi- 
viduals, and  by  tuition  fees. 

Sixth — The  Council  shall  elect  a Board 
of  Directors,  which  shall  act  as  an  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  the  general  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  property  and  busi- 
ness of  the  Council. 

Seventh — The  Council  shall  elect  a 
Community  Board  of  Religious  Education, 
which  shall  be  charged  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  community  system  of  re- 
ligious education. 

The  Community  Council  of  Religious 
Education  organizes  by  electing  a Presi- 
dent, Treasurer,  Secretary  or  Clerk,  a 
Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Community 


Board  of  Religious  Education.  It  dele- 
gates the  direction  of  all  educational 
activity  to  the  Community  Board  of  Re- 
ligious Education. 

The  Community  Board  of  Religious 
Education  is  analogous  to  the  Public  School 
Board  of  Education.  It  administers,  di- 
rects, and  has  general  oversight  of  the 
community  system  of  religious  education. 
The  duties  of  this  Board  consist  in  secur- 
ing and  electing  a Community  Superin- 
tendent of  Religious  Education  and  in  pass- 
ing on  and  approving  the  curriculum, 
textbooks,  faculty,  and  plans  for  a com- 
plete system  of  religious  education  in  the 
community. 

The  creation,  then,  of:  (a)  A Com- 

munity Council  of  Religious  Education, 
(b)  A Board  of  Directors,  (c)  A Com- 
munity Board  of  Religious  Education, 
and  (d)  The  appointment  of  a Communitjr 
Superintendent  of  Religious  Education 
completes  the  organization  necessary  to 
put  in  operation  the  Association’s  pro- 
gram in  a community. 

The  second  community  expression  of  the 
Association’s  program  forms  itself  into  a 
Community  System  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion. This  system  will  voice  itself  in: 

1.  The  Sunday  Church  School,  under  the 
control  of  the  local  church; 

2.  The  Week-day  School  of  Religion, 
correlated  with  the  curriculum  of  the  Sun- 
day Church  Schools  and  the  public  schools; 

3.  The  Vacation  Bible  or  Religious 
School,  operated  as  a community  enter- 
prise during  the  summer  months; 

4.  The  Community  Training  School  of 
Religious  Education,  a night  college  for 
the  training  of  leaders  for  community  re- 
ligious enterprises; 

5.  The  Unification  of  All  Welfare 
Agencies  for  community  efficiency; 

6.  A Complete  Religious  Census  of  the 
Community; 

7.  Educational,  Industrial,  Social,  and 
Recreation  Surveys  of  the  community  life; 

8.  The  Erection  of  Common  Community 
Standards  for  Moral  and  Religious  De- 
velopment. 

When  the  Community  Council  of  Re- 
ligious Education  supports  the  above 
general  educational  program  and  includes 
a specialization  program  in  Children’s, 
Young  People’s,  Adult,  and  General 
School  Officers’  (Administrative)  work, 
it  becomes  a full-fledged  City  or  County 
Sunday  School  Association. 
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At  the  Editor’s  Desk 


This  first  issue  of  the  Third  Volume  of 
Conference  Pointers  is,  of  course,  the  rec- 
ord number  for  the  Camp-Conferences  of 
1918.  The  previous  policy  of  Conference 
Pointers  was  to  stretch  the  records  of  the 
Camps  over  three  or  four  issues.  The 
convenience  and  desirability  of  issuing  a 
record  number,  where  the  Camp  Roster, 
the  list  of  awards,  and  all  other  information 
of  a reference  nature  might  be  advan- 
tageously grouped  together,  has  changed 
last  year’s  procedure.  This,  then,  is  the 
Record-Reference  number,  and  will  free 
subsequent  issues  for  the  development  of 
the  plans  of  the  1919  Camp-Conferences. 


The  records  contained  in  this  number 
are  official.  Addresses  of  campers  have 
been  brought  to  date  from  registration 
and  Conference  Pointers  subscription 
cards.  There  will  be  m.any  mistakes, 
due  to  change  of  address  and  the  failure 
of  the  campers  to  heed  the  letter  of  the 
Camp  Director  concerning  registration 
and  subscription  cards.  The  addresses 
of  the  boys  in  the  service  are  the  latest 
in  our  information.  Many  of  them  have 
changed,  doubtless,  in  the  meantime  as 
the  United  States  moves  on  Berlin.  If 
conditions  justify  and  there  are  changes  of 
address  reported  to  the  Editor,  corrections 
will  he  published  from  time  to  time  in  fu- 
ture issues. 


The  Camp  Director  sent  each  1918 
camper  a letter  with  three  enclosures,  viz. : 
a registration  card  for  next  year’s  Camp, 
a Conference  Pointers  subscription  card, 
and  a pledge  card  for  the  Camp  Improve- 
ment Fund.  Did  you  receive  your  letter? 


Have  you  answered  as  requested?  Con- 
sider the  matter  for  a moment.  A regis- 
tration made  now  assures  you  of  a place 
in  next  year’s  Camp.  The  one-third  reg- 
istration fee  of  one  dollar  is  cheap  insur- 
ance. When  the  Camp  limit  is  reached, 
there  will  he  no  juggling  of  the  waiting  list 
for  second  and  third  year  campers  who 
failed  to  register.  All  such  will  take  their 
place  on  the  hona  fide  waiting  list.  If  you 
registered  at  Conference  Point  for  next 
year’s  Camp  or  subscribed  for  Conference 
Pointers  while  there,  send  in  the  signed 
cards  that  we  may  have  a complete  record 
and  that  you  may  receive  our  official  re- 
ceipt of  the  transaction.  We  must  have 
these,  if  you  are  to  receive  Conference  Point- 
ers. The  U.  S.  Government  will  not  permit 
us  to  send  you  Conference  Pointers  unless 
we  have  your  signed  statement.  The  mail- 
ing list  will  he  revised  for  the  November 
number  and  you  will  not  receive  your  copy 
unless  you  comply  with  our  request.  You 
will  find  registration  and  subscription 
blanks  on  the  last  page  of  this  issue.  Do.

Five  factors  entered  into  the  computa- 
tion for  the  trophy,  viz.: 

1.  Pre-registration. 

2.  Mileage. 

3.  Letters. 

4.  Pennants  or  pillow! ops. 

5.  Notebooks. 

All  registrations  bearing  the  postmark 
of  February  28  or  previous  dates  were 
credited  with  600  points.  Registrations 
received  later  were  allowed  10  points 
per  month  until  the  opening  of  the  Camp 
Conference. 


Mileage  was  computed  from  the  capitol 
of  each  state,  approximately  5 points  being 
allowed  for  each  100  miles. 

Each  letter  (P.  S.  M.  R.)  won  in  Camp 
on  the  Four-Fold  Life  emblem  was  awarded 
200  points  each,  making  a possible  800 
points  for  a four-fold  boy  or  girl. 

Each  pennant  or  pillow  top  counted 
400  points. 

This  year  notebook  marks  counted  on 
the  trophy.  Four  hundred  (400)  points 
were  allowed  for  a perfect  notebook — - 
100  per  cent  and  proportionate  allowance 
granted  for  less  than  one  hundred  per  cent.
